HREE years ago the volume of credit und currency 


available for carrying on the business of Canada to- 
talled $3.800,000,000. Tcday it is only $1,800,000,000, The 
unemployed and bankrupted workers and business men of 
Canada have a right to demand ‘of those responsible for 
thus limiting credit and currency that they release the 
streams of credit and currency and let Canadians get back 
to work. 

Instead of handing over the public credit to private 
credit-mongers for private profit, the public has a right to 
demand that its own credit be used to enable exchanges of 
labor and commodities to be made, and a fair price scale 
restored to the workers and producers of Canada. 

Australia, which three years ago was in worse plight 
than Canada is today—she had been driven to suspend pay- 
ment of interest on her bonds—has lifted herself trom the 
depths of depression to the heights of prosperity by a sane 
method of controlled reflation. 


HERE is no sense in statesmen talking of what Ger- 
many did when she set out to inflate her debts out of 
existence. Sir Josiah S:amp reproved that sort of nonsense 
when he said of Australia’s action in inflating her pound 
to the vaiue of fifteen English shillings, ‘You can no more 
call that inflation than you can call a man coming up from 
his basement a mountain-climber.”’ Canada’s dollar has 
been deflated by the act of reducing the national supply of 
credit and currency from $3,800,000,000 to $1,800,000,000, 
All that Canadian enterprise needs is for the dollar to be 
reflated back to where it was three years ago and trade 
barriers removed, Then the Canadian wheat-grower, like 
his Australian brother, will be able to get a profitable re- 
turn for his wheat, the fisherman for his fish and the lum- 
berman for his lumber 

Bogey-man threats cf predatory financial interests no 
longer frighten people. !t is only a year ago—October 31, 
1932, to be exact—that poor Herbert Hoover, voicing the 
teachings of the American bankers, broadcasted a radio 
speech from Madison Square Garden. In it he predicted 
that if Roosevelt put his policies into force “the grass will 
srow in the streets of a hundred cities, a thousand towns.” 
He declared that the proposed inflation would “destroy the 
American system"

The Bureau of Statistics has published 
some figures which show what it all comes 
to. Thus in 1919 Canadian municipalities 
had bonded indebtedness amounting to 
$735,535,899. At the d of 1931 thei: 
bonded indebtedness amounted to $1,341,- 
199,000. In the twelve years they had come 
fairly close to doubling their debt load— 
and doubling their interest obligations 

The provinces, the same authority finds 
in 1916 had bonded debts and treasury 
bills outstanding to a total of $220,875,927 
In 1930 their bonded debts and treasury 
bills outstanding stood at the figure of 
$990,921,230. In fourteen years the prov- 
inces had multiplied their debts four an 
half times over. 

The Dominion Government in 1921 had 
a funded debt of $2,341,000,000. At the 
end of 1932 the figure was $2.502,782,733 
Despite the h®toric debt-paying policy of 
Hon, James Robb, the federal debt had 
gone up $161,000,000 over the eleven year 
period, a period beginning three years 
after the wgr ended. 

Meantime of course municipalities, pro- 
vinces and the Dominion had been paying 
off bond issues and paying interest on 
them. But, the point is, over these repre- 
sentative periods of time the municipali-

ties, the provinces and the Dominion were | 
all farther in debt than when these survey | 
periods began. 

The interest alone on municipal, pro- 
vincial and Dominion debts now amounts, 
it is said, to about $1,000,000 per day for 
every day in the year. That is more than 
the wheat crop of the west is worth. And 

the point to keep in mind—our interest- 
bearing debt never grows smaller, but al- 
ways larger, like a snow-ball rolling down 
hill. Another ten years of it would make 
our interest bill $2,000,000 per day instead 
of 81,000,000. 

One thing seems clear enough. How- 
ever it is to be done, some means will have 
to be found to liquidate this gigantic and 
growing debt, by changing it from an in- 
terest-bearing debt to a non interest-bear- 
ing one. Otherwise the next three genera- 
tions of Canadians will have to deny them- 
selves public improvements of any sort on 
any large scale, municipal, provincial and 
national, and spend their time working off | 
the debt load with which we have saddled | 
ourselves and them. |
